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What Jonesboro Did 
in Its School Crisis 
When Tax Hike Lost 


Twice the voters of Hope School District hove 


turned down by two to one a proposal to increase 
the tax millage from 35 to 40 — and the odds are 
it will be defeated when it comes up for the third 
' time in Tuesday's school election. Certainly your 


editor will vote against it, and if you have any con- 
fidence in his sense of justice and business judgment 
you will do likewise. 


Newspapers always draw the tough decisions. 


This is because they fight for Tomorrow — unlike 
the politician, whose goal is Today. 


For nearly a decade our community and county 


have found their- people deadlocked on the question 
of how to increase local tax revenue for the public 


( schools — whether by piling more and more millage 


on the small taxpayers who have probably already 
assessed oil that they own . . or by broadening the 
assessment base so that all property is covered and 
the millage demand thereby lessened.

All the 40 years this writer has lived in Arkansas 


he has fought for assessment 
equalization 
and 


itauncher support of the public schools, first at El 
Dorado, and then here. There hove been outstanding 
county-wide reassessment programs in perhaps a 


; third of Arkansas' counties, notably Pulaski, Union, 


Columbia, Craighead, and Miller — the last-named 
having added $1,900,000 to the assessment books 
just recently. But Hempstead' civic record is one of 
the worst in the state. : 


•; 
When your editor came here in 1929 Hemp- 


stead's assessment total was 8 million dollars, the 
public schools were limited to 18 mills — and the 
resultant tax take supported the Hope School District 
without either state or federal help. But the 18-mill 
ceiling was abolished and the schools were given the 
right to ask for an unlimited tax — which caused the 
school folks to imagine (most foolishly) that they 
no longer had any responsibility to see that a fair 
assessing base be maintained. 


Today the last complete assessment figure on 


Hempstead county's books shows a total of 14 mil- 
lion dollars, and Hope School District's millage,which 
has gone up from 18 to 35, doesn't produce enough 
tax dollars to run the most basic of local institutions. 
Why not, when .the millaoe has doubled? For an ob- 
vious rejgs_pnx That 8-million dollar assessment o,f 
1929 [f restated in terms of 1962's depreciated dol--" 
lar wound be 24 m.illions — even if we hadn't put up 
Dne new building, increased livestock herds by a 
single animal, or planted a lone pine tree. 


We have let the assessing business go to ruin, 


and now inflation threatens the same fate for mill- 
age. For as the tax base declines we are asked for 
ever higher rates — 5 mills now — 5 more in another 
three or four years. In some districts the millage 
approaches 60 — and still fails to be as effective 
as 18 mills was when property values were firmly 
established. 


Progressive counties, as I remarked, have met 


the issue head-on by importing expert outside ap- 
praisers and re-valuing property for tax purposes. 
Hempstead has steadfastly refused to use outside 
appraisers. The one county-wide reassessment pro- 
gram which we authorized was made with local 
appraisers. But the campaign was not followed up, 
although it is a sdlf-continuing program elsewhere. 


PTA speakers proclaim there is a crisis in 


Tuesday's election and the 5-mill increase must be 
approved. But the crisis is far greater than they tell 
you, indeed. A news report in Hope Star for Novem- 
ber 28 quotes one of the PTA people as saying the 
additional tax will pay the school teachers from $75 
to $100 extra per year. But Hope teachers now are 
paid about $3,200 for 10 months, and car expense 
— vital in their work—cuts this down to $2,200, be- 
fore deductions. It is common knowledge that as 
rime runs out for the present teachers they can't be 
replaced for less than $1,000 more — and this means 
that Hope School .District, with a b.udget already in 
trouble, has hanging over it an additional contingent 
liability of $100,000. To cover that alone would take 
15 mills over and above the 5 mills you will vote on 
Tuesday. You simply aren't going to meet this crisis 
with millage alone. 


What, then, is to be done in this emergency? 


There are three options: (1) Run the term as long as 
the money holds out and then close the schools 
down as a reminder of our community's failure; (2) 
Charge tuition to finish the year; or (3) Launch a 
public-support campaign of donations, in which 
, this newspaper and the editor personally would con- 


tribute a year's taxes — approximately $1,200 com- 
bined. 


The foregoing was discussed with several local 


men during the past 30 days. But I recalled that 
Jonesboro nqd a similar crisis in its public schools 
two years ago, and just before writing this Friday 
night I telephoned a Jonesboro friend and learned 
exactly what happened there. 


Craighhead county, unlike Hempstead, had 


launched a reassessment program with ouside ap- 
oraisers, and therefore tne Jonesboro school tax 
was only 30 mills. But an expansion program was 
under way, and the board thought a 10-mill in- 
crease would cover it. In public meetings, however, 
the radicals pushed the proposed increase up to 
15 mills — and the voters rejected it. 


Jonesboro's schools were caught short and 


faced curtailment of the operating year. Public- 


> 
spirited folks organized a 24-man Public School 
Advisory Committee, examined the school budget, 
cut it to the bone — and then went out on the street 
with a public canvass and raised enough money in 
donations to get the schools out of their jam. 


That's what Hope can do here and now. 
And maybe that local committee would be- 


:ome the nucleus of on organization to put over a 
:ounty-wide reassessment program 
with 
outside 


appraisers — on which there has been some fan- 
tastic hpel-drutjging for as long as the memory of 
lion runneth. .

Red Bombers 
Being Packed 
To Leave Cuba

WASHINGTON 
AP)-The So- 


viet Union has started packing up 
its nuclear-capable jet bombers in 
Cuba and moving them to ports 
for shipment back to Russia, U.S. 
officials said today. 


The first shipload is expected 


to move out soon. By agreement 
between Premier Khrushchev and 
President Kennedy this and sub- 
sequent ships will be subject to 
U.S. naval observation as were 
the 42 nuclear missiles removed 
earlier this month. 


Withdrawal of the bombers will 


complete the second phase of 
Khrushchev's nuclear weapons re 
treat from the Caribbean, the re- 
moval of the big missiles having 
constituted the end of the first 
and most dangerous phase.

foresee that remaining issues in 
the crisis may drag on unsettled 
for weeks or months. 


A round of high-level talks here 


during the past two days appears 
to have served to sharpen rather 
than to soften the U.S.-Soviet dis 
agreements over these remaining 
issues.

Red Chinese
